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ST. KILDA. 
ITS. GRIM SECRET, 
——I

HE-recent death of the veteran Far! 
of Mar was announced at the same 
time as the British Government's decision, 
taken as a result of Mr. Thomas John- 
stone’s visit to St, Kilda, that. the lonely 
island was to be evacuated immediately. 
The coincidence was pointed by the fact 
that the island’s story has a mournful 
connection with the famous family; for 
a Mar was the chief figure in one of the 
many strange wrongs that have besmirched 
the name of St. Kilda. 

This was James Erskine, second son of 
the tenth Earl of Mar, who became 
Lord Grange on his appointment as Lord 
Justice-Clerk of the. Scottish Court of 
Session, and was one of the most brilliant 
lawyers and consumntate hypocrites that 
Scotland has produced. He married 
Rachel Chiesly, daughter of the Scottish 
Jaird who murdered the Lord President of 
the Court of Session in the streets of Edin- 
burgh in 1689. The marriage proved an 
unhappy one, from faults on both sides, 
though principally on his; and, desiring 
eventually to be rid of her, but finding no 
legal cause, he announced her death in 
1732, and publicly celebrated her funeral. 
Yet the woman was still alive in 1745. 


AN ISLAND PRISON. 


This is what happened to her in the 
interval. Grange had sent her to lodge 
with a Highland woman in Edinburgh, 
so as to have her out of sight while the 
funeral proceedings were going on. The 
following night, when she was preparing 
to go to London, the landlady introdnced 
a number of Highlanders in the Lovat 
tartan, who overpowered the unsuspecting 
woman—the wife of Scotland’s Lord 
Justice-Clerk—and carried her on _ horse- 
back into the Highlands, making the 
journey by stages under cover of the dark. 
It was a bitter January evening when the 
journey started, and for months before 
their arrival at her destination—which 
was St. Kilda—she never slept in a bed. 
At one point they stayed for thirteen 
weeks, during which time she was con- 
cealed in a closet. 

St, Kilda remained her prison for seven 
vears. Her only attendant was a woman, 
who could speak but little English. The 
natives despised her as an evil presence, 
and when a minister and his wife sub- 
sequently arrived they befriended her 
secretly, but were afraid otherwise to inter- 
fere on her behalf. Ultimately the 
daughter of a catechist managed to 
convey a message to her friends on the 
mainland by wrapping the scrip in a 
clew of wool, but when they came with 
a brig to fetch her her captors removed 
her to a remote village in Sutherlandshire, 
and finally to Skye, where she died in 
May, 1745. 


A “PROPHET” AND HIS PUBLIC. 


That is one of a host of incidents that 
will keep St. Kilda’s name alive in 
tradition long after the island itself has 
been abandoned to the Atlantic waves. 
The others mostly concern the monks and 
hermits who were making sanctuaries of 
the weird island caves when St. Kilda 
cones into history. 

The “most notable of these was 
who lived .on 
the isle in the seventeenth century, 
claimed to be a prophet by the personal 
authority of John the Baptist, whom, as 
he said, he. had interviewed, and was 
credited with the faculty of second sight 
and the power to raise storms. He in- 
vented elaborate religious rites, which the 
islanders adopted, wrote hymns for use at 
reserved for himself a 
green knoll, which the St. Kildans had 
always prized, for his periodic conversa- 
tions with the Baptist. A bush grew on 
which he called ‘‘ John the 
Baptist’s bush,” and if any sheep, cow, 
or horse even touched the bush, the animal 
had to be slain. A feature of his religion 
was the great numberof feasts that it 
enjoined, and.only a credulous community 
of the most primitive intelligence would 
have slain their cattle with the prodigality 
with which he compelled them to slay 
theirs for these gratifying celebrations. 
In time he terrorised the people into 
doing all sorts of cruel penances imposed 
by him for real or supposed offences, and 
when eventually the chief MacLeod who 
owned St. Kilda heard about his conduct, 
“eoi prophet was removed to the main- 
and. 


A SETTING FOR SIMPLICITY. 


This lack. of sophistication among the 
islanders is a well-known trait, and it :s 
variously illustrated. One typical anec- 
dote, said to be true, relates how a St. 
Kildan once wandered to a rocky promon- 
tory near Harris, where a lighthouse stood. 
Climbing furtively up the winding stair, 
he pushed open the door of the lightroom, 
and there saw the kfeper reclining in an 
atmosphere of dazzling brilliance. ‘‘ Are 
you God ?’’ 2.6 asked, in an awed whisper. 
“Yes,” said the annoyed official, “ and 
who the devil are you?’’ 

St. Kilda is called Tirta by the natives, 
who speak Gaelic, and do not understand 
English. It measures three miles by two 
miles, is sev.:1 miles in circumference, and 
stands forty miles out in the Atlantic. 
Roughly, it resembles the letter H in 
shape, and is bounded by high cliffs that 
rise sheer out of deep water, except at the 
landing bay, where the black shallow 
soil slopes down to the sea, and 
where the rude cottages that com- 
pose the sele village are built in the 
form of a crescent. There are several 
islets separated from St. Kilda by narrow 
passages of sea, and on the larger 
of these—notably the Dune, Soa, Borrera, 
and Levenish—the islanders graze their 
sheep. The prevailing feature of all these 
is the precipitous nature of their cliffs, 
though in this they cannot compare with 
St. Kilda itself, where the precipice of 
(‘onagher is said to be the deepest perpen- 
‘dicular precipice in Britain. 


DAILY LIFE. | 
o 
The climate of St. Kilda is mild, though 


-Hhable to severe frosts, heavy and some- 


times freakish snowstorms, and tem- 
pestuous winds. The thirty-eight inhabi- 
tants follow out-door occupations—mainly 
agriculture, sheep-rearing, and _ bird- 
catching. Cattle on the island, all of the 
West Highland breed, have varied in num- 
hers between 2,000 and 40, and now they 
have almost disappeared. — All the horses: 
were taken off some years ago by a laird 
who thought that they ate more pasture 
than they were worth to the islanders. 
Dogs are employed in catching puffins, 
other birds being lassoed by the men in 
expert fashion, Fishing is good, but neg- 
lected, since the natives believe that fish- 
diet produces an eruption on the skin. 
The women weave cloth from wool plucked 
by the hand, not sheared, from the sheep’s 


backs, and the men make the cloth into | 0, 


garments for both sexes. There are now 
no exports; for any young cattle that are 
reared are bought by the laird, and 
shipped to his estate on the mainland. 


Indeed, recent reports seem to indicate] Pr 


that the inhabitants are now living only 
on what is supplied to them by visitors 
or sent to them by relatives who have left 


the island.

The Rock of Doon : 


Tickling Trout. 


A fisherman informs me that the season 
has now arrived in many parts of Ire- 
land for this form of poaching. All that 
ris needed for the sport is a good trout- 
stream, a sunny day, a pair of bare legs, 
and a light hand. Wading in the stream, 
you gradually form a fairly accurate idea 
as to the lie of the trout under the shadow 
of.some projecting stone, and you try your 
luck. Moving your hand carefully under 
the water, you suddenly feel the satiny 
skin, but if you happen to touch the head 
of the sleeping trout, he is off without a 
word. If, however, you are lucky enough 
to strike the tail, you then titillate the 
victim as gently as possible, working 
slowly towards the head, when finger and 
thumb enter the gills, and he is at your 
mercy. 


Veronicas. 


I have often heard people deplore the 
lavish use of. veronicas at Kingstown. 
Rarely is a good -word said for that 
common little shrub, but as I walked 


conceived a great admiration for it. At 
the present time the long hedges of 
veronica are rich with a profusion cf 
blossom of the most exquisite shade of 
purple. When the brilliant early sun 
slants down on the shrubs the myriads of 
florets glow as though on fire, and the 
atmosphere seems filled with the royal 
purple hue. It is quite unfair to despise 
the veronica, common though it may be, 
and I am sure that Kingstown promenade 


rooted up as the critics suggest. 

It has struck me, too, that the masses 
of veronicas serve a utilitarian purpose 
that nobody realises. The closely packed 
foliage hides much of the litter deposited 
by thoughtless trippers. Perhaps, indeed, 
the luxuriance of the shrubs is due to the 
nourishment provided by the countless 
newspapers that find a last resting place 
beneath the shade of the outstretched 
branches. 


W ater-Cooling. 


A long, cool drink of sparkling water is 
often hard to get on a hot day. I was, 
therefore, interested recently in a method 
of cooling water devised by a boy scout. 
Me had procured a large, white 
enamelled bucket, into which the drinking 
water was put. From a piece of an old 
blanket he made ws sort of bag, or jacket, 
that exactly fitted the bucket. Another 
piece of blanket served as a cover for the 
top. When he wished to have really cool 
water, he placed the bucket in the jacket, 
and, after soaking the jacket in water, he 
hung the filled bucket from the branch of 
a tree. The covering piece of blanket was 
also soakéd in water and placed over the 
bucket. The cooling of the water in the 
bucket was achieved by the evaporation of 
the moisture in the jacket, which was kept 
damp by the occasional splashing on to it 
of a cup of tap water. In a remarkably 
short time the water in the bucket was 
reduced to a temperature several degrees 
lower than the coldest tap water pro- 
curable, My friend, the scout, told me 
that when in camp he always kept water 
cool by this method. He remarkad that if 
‘amateur ' campers adopted the idea. 
they would never be short of the best and 
cheapest drink in the world—a glass of 
cold water, 


Raspberries. 


Following up what was said here a few 
days ago about the cultivation of the 
gooseberry crop, a friend has been telling 
me about the business of raspberries 
amongst the thrifty Scots. In Perth- 
shire, he says, there is always a 
great deal of speculation in raspberries, 
and many otherwise canny farmers are 
induced to gamble in the fruit, and often 
small fortumes are made in a season’s 
business, and even after the season. 

He cites the case of a man who had 
bought over a hundred tons of the 
pickled fruit at. about threepence a pound. 
To pay for this he had to borrow the 
money from a bank on the security of the 
fruit. Two months later this buyer was 
selling these raspberries at an increase 
varying from £8 to £10 a ton, and he 
thus was making a big amount in quite 
easy money, This, I should think, ought 
to make some of our Irish agriculturists’ 
teeth water in more senses than one. 

I am told that there should be no real 
difficulty in marketing the fruit at a 
reasonable profit to all concerned in its 
handling, while at the same time per- 
mitting the ordinary householder to buy 
it comparatively cheaply.. My friend says 
that a cautious expert declares that if 
theywere handled efficiently and Ble! oer 
to town as foreign meat is shipped—that 
is, chilled—raspberries ought to cost no 
more than sixpence a pound in the shops.

The Irish labourer may have his faults ; 
he may be leisurely in his movements, and 
too much given to lengthy conversation ;

On a showery day, however, the average 
Irish labourer, having discarded his 
jacket and rolled up his shirt sleeves, con- 
tinues to work in this airy costume, re- 
gardless of the intermittent rain. So 
accustomed is he to the vagaries of our 
climate that only an “Jl vut’? wet day 
seems to affect him at all. Last week I 
watched a gang of workmen on a County 
Dzblin road. With one exception, they 
were coatless; and though the showers 
were frequent and passers-by stopped to 
shelter at a convenient tree, those men 
made no move towards the jackets that 
were thrown across a low wall near by. 


Wilfrid Rhodes Retires. 


The announcement that this will be 
Wilfrid Rhodes’s last season in county 
cricket will be received with regret by 
everyone interested in the game. Of 
course, the regret will be greatest in York- 
shire, for which county he has played con- 

tinuously for nearly 
thirty three vears. 
With George Hirst, 
Lord Hawke, F. SN. 
Jackson and Haigh, 
Wilfrid Rhodes was 
an outstanding mem- 
ber of the finest 
me cricket team of the 
Ss earlier years of this 
ae y. He will not 
: completely retire 
from the game, as he 
$ has accepted the post 
ame: of cricket coach at 
8, Harrow School, 
where George Hirst 

also coached for some time. . 

Rhodes made his last appearance in a 
Test match against the Australians in that 
famous match at the Oval, in 1926, when 
it was largely through his efforts that 
England was enabled to regain the 
**Ashes.”’ 

Against the Australians last week, at 
Bradford, he took three wickets for 49 
runs, and was the highest first innings 
scorer for Yorkshire with 35. Now in his 
fifty-second year, and with a record of 
about thirty-five years’ first-class cricket, 
Wilfrid Rhodes has proven that he may 
yet be needed to save England once again 
as hé did in 1926. Last year he took nine 
Essex wickets for 39 runs, and only a 
month ago he took five of the Kent wickets 
at a cost of only about nine runs each. In 
his first season with Yorkshire, in 1898, 
he took 154 wickets, and every cricket 
vear, from 1903 to 1924, he completed the 
‘‘ double *’ of making 1,000 runs and tak- 
ing 100 wickets. 


Capel Street. 


In these days of sweepstake controversy 
it is of interest to recall the fact that 
Capel street was once the centre of a con- 
siderable lottery business. About a 
century and a half ago many of the houses 
were devoted solely to the disposal of 
tickets, and the State Lottery Office was 
situated here. In this street was estab- 
lished King James’s Mint. It stood in 
the place now occupied by Nos. 27 and 28. 
From this Mint King James issued his 
famous brass money, composed of old 
church bells and disused cannon. In this 
house, also, was born Thomas Sheridan. 
the friend of Swift, and later he kept a 
famous school there. This street was also 
the birthplace of Mossop, the engraver of 
many of the finest coins and medals of pre- 
Umion times.

The ninety-second encounter between 
Oxford and Cambridge Universities is 
taking place at Lord’s this week. Of these 
matches Cambridge has won 43 times, 
against the rival university’s 36 victories. 
The first match of the series was a one- 
day fixture. arranged in 1827 by an 
Oxford undergraduate, Charles Words- 
worth, afterwards Bishop of St. Andrews, 
who was then at Christ Church. As 
Wordsworth was son of the Master of 
Trinity, Cambridge, the idea of an inter- 
university match natu:ally suggested 
itself. Oxford, in 1900, totalled 503 in 
one innings, but Cambridge have in J. F. 
Marsh, who scored 172 not out in 1904, 
the highest personal scorer. The most 
memorable feat in connection with this 
annual encounter is dated 1910, in which 
year an Australian, Le Couteur, who made 
this match a personal triumph, scored 
160, and secured 11 wickets at the slight 
cost of 6 runs apiece.

Ghe Rock of Doon. 


Near Kilmacrenan, in the County 
Donegal, writes a correspondent, there is 
a huge mound in the midst of an open 
country, surrounded on all sides by moun- 
tains. This rock, known as the Rock of 
Doon, is said to have been the inaugura- 
tion place of the O’Donnells, Princes of 
Tyrconnell, Here the O'Donnell, in the 
midst of his bards, brehons, and 
warriors, received the white wand of 
chieftaincy from the Abbot of Kil- 
macrenan. Saint Columba was educated 
as a youth in this village, and the ruined 
abbey is said to have been founded by 
him. The parish of Kilmacrenan is 
known locally as Termon, a name which 
O'Donovan says was taken by the early 
Christians from the Romans, and applied 
to their own sanctuaries, Terminus was 
the deity of landmarks and boundaries, 
and was represented by a stone placed in 
an erect position. This view is supported 
by the fact that in one part of the district 
there is a curious collection of dallans, or 
standing stones, with various markings. 
Close to the Rock of Doon is the well- 
known Doon Well, blessed by Lector 
O’F reel, where pilgrims come to take the 
waters, which are believed to possess the 
power of curing all kinds of ailments. 


‘ACTacroom Castle. 


The news that there is talk of the 
demolition of Macroom Castle must come 
as a shock to all lovers of Irish history 
and antiquities. Restored and beautified 
by Teige MacCarthy, eleventh Lord of 
Muskerry, of whom the Earl of Surrey 
wrote to Wolsey that he “ was a sad, 
wise man, and more conformable to order 
than many of the English,’’ the castle 
withstood many a siege during the stormy 
years of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. Teige MacCarthy married a 
daughter of MacCarthy Reagh, and was 
father of the notorious Sir Cormac 
MacTeige MacCarthy, Lord of Blarney, 
described by the Lord Deputy Sidney as 
being “ the rarest man that was ever born 
of the Irishry,’’ who went about escorted 
by a bodyguard of four hundred men, and 
whose plausible tongue was origin of the 
famous saying an...t the Blarney stone. 

Macroom played an important part in 
the Desmond wars, and it seems a pity that 
so interesting a relic of the past should be 
doomed to destruction, 


Nettle Stings. 


If you are unlucky enough to get stung 
by a nettle, do not forget that kindly 
nature provides the cure close to the 
offending plant; you will always find the 
coarse green leaves of the dock near at 
hand. The custom of using dock-leaves as 
a cure, or an alleviation of the pain 


caused by nettle stings, is quite a common 
one throughout Ireland. The juiciest and 
youngest leaves must be used; old leaves 
will not do. Rub the inflamed spot very 
hard with a leaf, saying all the time, 
“ Dock go in—nettle go out’’; and if you 
omit to repeat this tag, the remedy is not 
considered efficacious. I have also known 
‘‘ green sauce ’’—that is, wood sorrel—to 
be used; it is equal to dock-leaves as a 


remedy. 
Chinese Eggs. 


Travelling by train a few days ago I had 
an interesting chat with two sailors who 
had just returned from a voyage to China. 
They told me that their ship had a mixed 
cargo, which included two thousand tons 
of eggs. These eggs were kept in 
refrigerator hatches. It appears that 
there are three descriptions of Chinese 
eggs—namely, chilled eggs, frozen eggs 
and eggs in bulk. The chilled eggs are 
comparatively fresh; in fact, there is a 
suspicion that they are sometimes sold as 
“new laid.” The frozen eggs and the 
eggs in bulk are consigned to bakers and 
confectioners. The eggs in bulk are 
carried in barrels or tins. I understand 
that the canned eggs keep good for a com-

The Prince of Wales, as Master of the 
Honourable Company of Master Mariners, 
presided at a luncheon of the Company 
at Fishmongers’ Hall, London, yesterday 
to Sir Thomas Lipton, and wished him 
success in his fifth attempt to win the 
America Cup, which will be made in the 
autumn. 

“ All that is asked for,” he said, “is 
a turn of luck.” 

Sir Thomas declared that he was sure 
he would have ‘‘ a square déeal.'' 

The Prince of Wales said that he was 
proud to be associated with that gathering 
of well-wishers. They wished Sir Thomas 
good fortune in his renewed efforts to 
win the America Cup, a contest that he 
had sustained for over thirty years. 

“In all his great efforts Sir Thomas 
has upheld the grand traditions of British 
yachting and British sport. While we con- 
gratulate him on his great efforts of the 
past, and cordially acknowledge the 
stimulus and encouragement he has given 
to all those who are engaged upon, and 
interested in, this sport, I think it is his 
pluck which calls forth most admiration. 
We wish him the very best luck, and no 
body of men in the world will hope and 
wish for him triumph more earnestly than 
the Honourable Company of Master 


Mariners.’’ 
SINCE 1851. 

The Prince recalled that the yacht 
America won the cup in a race round the 
Isle of Wight in 1851, and that American 
yachtsmen had held it ever since. 

Sir Thomas Lipton’s first Shamrock was 
built in 1899, and in that year the de- 
fender, Columbia, won easily. Shamrock 
II. raced in 1901, when there were very 
close finishes. 

A notable incident associated with 
Shamrock II. was when she was dismasted 
in a trial race in the Solent, on which 
occasion King Edward was aboard. For- 
tunately no one was injured. 

Shamrock III. raced unsuccessfully in 
1903, and Shamrock IV. went to America 
in 1914, the war being declared during 
her voyage. She was defeated in the races 
of 1920. The new Shamrock V. had shown 
fine racing qualities. 

“All we asked is a turn of luck, and, 
in the presence of His Excellency the 
American Ambassador, I say that I 
believe it will be as popular in America as 
it will be in this country if, at eighty 
yc 8 of age, Sir Thomas brings back the 
cup that was won from this country when 
he was one year old.”’ 

General Dawes, the American Ambas- 
sador, said that England had the fastest 
aeroplane and the fastest automobile, and 
America would be naturally disappointed 
if England should win from her the 
honour of having the fastest yacht.

Sir Thomas Lipton said that the good 
wishes that had been voiced would stimu- 
late him greatly in his efforts to bring 
back from the other side of the Atlantic 
that ‘‘elusive old mug.” Seventy-nine 
years had passed since its loss, 

Turning to the Prince, he said: ‘‘ You 
will not remember that.”’ 

“I do not want to be unduly 
optimistic,’’ he added, “‘ but I think we 
have this time a fairly reasonable chance 
of success. On this side Shamrock \V. has 
proved herself to be a very fast boat and 
has done well enough to encourage the 
hope she will put up a good fight against 
the best of the four boats that have been 
built lately to defend the cup. 

‘‘Of one thing I am sure. I will have 
an absolutely square deal. Everything 
possible during the negotiations has been 
done by the New York club to render the 
contest as equal as it can be.

SIR ARTHUR CONAN 
DOYLE 


TO BE BURIED IN 
GROUNDS OF HIS HOME.

The body of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle will 
be buried in the grounds of his home at 
Crowborough, Sussex, on Friday. A site 
has been chosen a few yards from the door 
of an outdoor study. This study was one of 
Sie Arthur’s favourite work-places, and he 
spent hours there weaving the plots of 
stories. Tall trees will shade the grave, and 
farther away is the wooded beauty of Ash- 
down Forest itself. The family desire that 
the funeral shall take place within the 
grounds. 

“There will be no church ceremony,” a 
reporter was told yesterday. ‘The whole 
Service will be conducted at the grave-side, 
but we have no wish to exclude anyone. 
Any sympathisers may enter the grounds 
and attend the funeral.’’

Commenting upon Sir Arthur's work in the 
field of spiritualism, the Secretary of the 
American Society for Psychical Research 
said that, although Sir Arthur paid little heed 
to those principles of scientific discrimination 
and critical watchfulness which were vital 
to the work of psychical research, relations 
between him and the Society had been most 
cordial and friendly. 

Sir Arthur’s American publishers said that 
the Holmes stories were still among the most 
widely-sold of contemporary books in the 
United States. ‘‘ The Sound of the Basker- 
villes,”” and the ‘Return of Sherlock 
Holmes,’’ had each sold well over a million 
copies.

The Grand Prix motor races in the 
Phenix Park, Dublin, are now little more 
than a week off. The first cars are due 
to arrive in Dublin on Friday evening.

From Saturday evening, and for ten 
days after that, the streets of Dublin will 
resound with the muffled roar from the 
exhausts of the powerful racing cars that 
will invade the city for the races.

For the benefit of those who get 
up so early in the morning, the Race 
Committee have made arrangements for 
serving breakfasts and light refreshments 
in a Ba marguee at the back of the 
grand stand.

IN DUBLIN.

Irish Free State attended a Conference. on 
Public Health at the Mansion House, Dublin, 
+ emp It had been called by the 
imster for Local Government. 
MR. MULCAHY'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy, the Minister, who 
ne, rn sen ocal authorities had 
shown by their readiness to vo-operate how 
keenly they appreciated the importance to 
the people of the subject matter of the con- 
ference. That was the first occasion on which 
representatives of all public health authorities 
in this country had assembled in such a 
conference, but he hoped that it would be 
the forerunner of many similar meetings. 
Exchanges of opinion inspired the construc- 
tive minded with confidence by revealing to 
them that they had goodly and staunch com- 
pany travelling the same road with them. 

Binee the opening of the present century 
a marked decline had taken place in the toll! 
which preventable disease took in human 
lives year by year. Some of the diseases that 
formerly ravaged the community had almost 
disappeared; others had wndergone an 
enormous __ reduction. Small-pox, which 
claimed in Ireland over 6,000 victims in the 
ten years to 1880, had not appeared in our 
mortality returns since twenty-three years 
apo» when there was a solitary imported case. 

vphus, enteric and scarlet fever had under- 
gone a great diminution. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis was definitely on the down grade 
for over twenty-five years. The general death 
rate had fallen from 18 per thousand in 1871- 
1880 to 14 per thousand in 1928, and they 
learned from the. census that the expectation 
of life which had remained almost stationary 
between 1870 and 1900 showed an increase 
at all ages, and for both sexes, in the first 
quarter of the present century. 
GROUND FOR HOPE. 

This record, the Chairman said, gives us 
ground for hope that many of the diseases 
that still afflict the community will in time 
be mastered. To no one cause can this pro- 
gress be attributed. Better housing, purer 
food, more widespread knowledge of the Jaws 
cf healthy living, better organisation of public 
health work have all played a part in the 
advance, side by side with the. increased 
knowledge that medical science has placed 
at our service, 

They should not, however, he said, look 
back too complacently; for the Registrar- 
General's returns showed that mpi yaar 
heart disease, isflueriza, bronchitis and pneu. 
monia still carried off thousands every year. 
But the mortality figures did not tell of 
the mass of invalidism and disability, of 
the physical defects that reduced and de- 
stroyed the happiness and well-being of 
thousands, or of the great economic loss 
which the community suffered by reason of 
physical impairment. Public 
health connoted more than the promotion of 
water and sewerage schemes, and the isola- 
tion of infective disease, , These activities 
were as Important as ever, but communal 
activities must be also directed actively to 
improving the health and well-being of the 
individual. Prevention was better than 
cure, and it was also cheaper. The wise 
develapment of the preventive side of public 
health was an investment more than a mere 
outlay. Under the child welfare schemes. 
and in the school. the medical service of 
nublic health now did most valuable work in 
discovering conditions that brought about 
ill-health in adult life. 

THE CHILDREN OF THE COUNTRY. 

Our hope, the Chairman, in concluding, 
said, is in the children, If in health matters 
they are protected and get sound guidance, 
we may confidently anticipate that the next 
generation will show a marked improvement 
in physical fitness and health. As we look 

“ic to the past and note the advances made, 
so our children, in their turn, should be able 
to recognise greater results in improved men- 
tal and physical health. (Applause.) 

The crowth of oublic health work, he said, 
depended primarily on an educated public 
opinion on sanitary and health matters. Only 
public opinion could provide the driving force 
and clear the way for improvement. The 
more an understanding in health matters per- 
meated the mass of the povulation the fewer 
would be their health problems. 

HEALTH EDUCATION. 

Dr. J, C. Saunders, Medical Officer of 
Health for the City of Cork, read a paper 
on health education and thes methods by 
which it can be promoted:. He said that 
the greatest stumbling block to the pro- 
motion of health education was that health 
legislation was generally years ahead of public 
opinion. Prevention of disease, he said, was 
only now taking hold of the people, but it 
was assuming greater and greater importance 
every day. Attention to the smaller ailments 
of children, such as tonsils, adenoids, 
defective teeth, and other ills, would go a 
long way towards preventing disease in later 
life. There still existed an objection by 
parents to sending their children to an 
isolation hospital and to vyaccivation, 
Vaccination had been proved to be the 
greatest preventive of disease: yet there were 
people who objected to it. 

If they compared the outbreaks of the 
disease in England, where only 50 per cent, 
of the children were vaccinated, with Ireland 
it would be appreciated what vaccination had 
done for the health of the Free State. Com- 
munal hygiene, he contended, shonld he 
national rather than local, and should be put 
into effect by a central organisation. The 
insanitary condition of the schools, especinlly 
in rural areas, was a great blot on their 
social system, It was an illusion to say that 
they had done very well in the past when 
they thought of the numbers of cases of 
people suffering from tuberculosis, the figures 
of infant mortality, end the numwer of 
crippled children there were in the country. 
It was a very sad commentary on their 
Social outlook that, while money was being 
freely spent on improving their breeds of 
cattle and blood stock, money to improve 
the lot of the human race was always stinted 
and given grudgingly. The teaching of pre- 
ventive medicine in their medical schools 
also called for a more important place in the 
curriculum. (Hear, navi, 3 


A COMPLEX MATTER. 

Dr. O'Neill, County Medical Officer of 
Health, Westmeath, said that medical science 
had discovered that the problem of ill-health 
was a complex one, and that treatment and 
preventive measures in individual cases 
were highly important. Mass propaganda to 
this end was necessary to permeate every 
town and village in the land with the im- 
portance of public health. 

Dr, O'Higgins, County Medica] Officer of 
Health, Meath, suggested that the Press, the 
platform, the pu bit, the schools and the 
cinemas were the mediums through which 
the people could be educated in health 
matters. The Press and the cinema were 
catering for the demands of the public, and 
that meeting, he trusted, was the first bi 
step in. creating a public demand for healt 
education. 

THE QUESTION. OF MONEY. 

Mr. Taylor, Cavan, said that very often 
local bodies, no matter how willing they 
were, and no matter how great the necessity, 
found it impossible to find the money neces- 
sary to aid public health. In Cootehill they 
had no water or sewage systems, because 
they could not find the money. He sug- 
ested such places should be assisted by a 

overnment grant or long term loan. 

Mr Sean Ó Ruane (Mayo) said that one of 
the reasons why many Councils did not ap- 
point County Medical Officers of Health was 
the fact that the public was not sufficiently 
instructed as to what the functions of those 


| officers were. 


Mr. O'Connor (Ballinasloe) agreed that there 
was ignorance amongst the public as to the 
furictions of the county medical officers of 
health, and with some reason. ow was it 
possible that a single health officer in a county 
as big as Galway, which had particular 
problems of its own, could carry out’ efficient 
schoo inspection in 400 schools !

In 
most cases, from an administrative point of 
view, the latter type of Board achieved a 
greater measure of success, 

Mr. Jordan (Chairman, Wexford County 
Board of Health) said that if the work of 
the Boards was to be carried wut efficiently 
and expeditiously, ont of the essentials was 
to exclude the Press—(laughter)—and have a 
réport of the ene supplied, They 
were all human, and inclined to play to the 
gallery sometimes. (Hear, hear.) 

LIMERICK CORPORATION. 

Alderman Burke, Limerick, said that he 
had gained a certain notoriety by the fact 
that he had moved a resolntion calling for 
the abolition of the Jimerick Corporation. 
(Laughter.) He had done this because of 
the inability and want of executive power 
on the part of the members, The tendency 
at the present time was to elect public repre- 
sentatives because they were members of 
parties, and not because of their ability. 

Alderman Corish, T.D., Mayor of Wexford, 
said that if Alderman Burke had his way 
there would be no conference there that day, 
He hoped that the ‘members of the Limerick 
Corporation were on a higher plane than the 
last speaker would lead them to believe, He 
disagreed with the suggestion that the Press 
should be excluded from meetings. : 

Mr. O Ruane, Mayo, protested against the 
taking away of the Proposal Committee from 
his Board. These committees were very 
valuable 

Mr. Stack, inspector, Local Government 
Department, said that a great deal of time 
was occupied by boards in dealing with 
tenants of labourers’ cottages, and he sug- 
gested that the boards should prepare lists 
of suitable tenants, deal with them in the 
order of merit, and allocate the cottages as 
they became vacant. “They would thus re- 
move a great cause of trouble and delay. 

Mr. John Jinks (Sligo) said that he did 
not at all agree that the Press should be ex- 
eluded from the meetings of the public 
boards, because in the absence of the Press 
members might do something that their con- 
stituents would not. approve of, and which 
they would not do in the presence of the 
representatives of the newspapers. 

FALSE ECONOMY. 

The economy of preventive measures in 
health and administration was discussed 
by Dr. J. A. Musgrave, M.O.H., Co, Louth. 
Any economy, he said, in public health was 
false economy. If a public health department 
was continuously understaffed it must be- 
come a one, twe, or three person show, and 
if any one of these people ceased to work 
the whole administration suffered. All outlay 
in preventive measures was a true economy 
to the State and to the ratepayers. Apart 
from the raising of the general standard -of 
health and happiness of the people, it was 
a question of the cost of preventive measnres 
against the cost of ‘‘hospitalisation.’” The 
former was the cheaper. 

Referring to diphtheria, he said that to 
immunise children against the disease would 
cost not more than 5s. a head, while the 
hospital treatment of such cases cost £6, or 
in a town where 100 cases might occur £600. 
For that sum 2,400 children could be im- 
munised. Apart from economy which was real 
and obvious under preventive measures, and 
apart from the fact that a high standard of 
public health, which was essential to good 
trade returns, the question of duty was in- 
volved, and that was to secure a clean bill of 
health for their posterity. 

THE COST OF DISEASE. 

Dr. B. O’ Beirne, M.O.H., Galway, said that 
infectious disease cost the ratepayers of Gal- 
way over £3,000 a year. Insurance companies 
had a lot of money in hand, and it was to

He referred to an outbreak of typhus in a 
Mayo town, and said that the result was that 
tha shipping companies threatened to divert 
their lines from Galway, which would have 
been a very serious matter for the port.

PULMONARY CASES. 

Dr. Boyd Barrett, Local Government 
Health Inspector, referring to the clos- 
in down of some old workhouses, 
said that that scheme had left them 
with very limited accommodation for 
advanced pulmonary cases. To supply that 
want a number of mensions and many of the 
old workhouses were made available, and 
were converted into sanatoria, where patients 
who would never have entered a workhouse 
were being treated.

, The new bill will amend the Betting Act 
of 1926 in several important particulars. 
It is probable that the measure will pro- 
vide for: 
A minimum bet of one shilling. 
The exclusion of women with 
children in arms and persons under 
sixteen from betting premises. 
Payment of winnings on the day 
following the race on which bets are 
made. 
The licensing of bookmakers’ clerks 
and assistants, as well as bookmakers. 
A substantial reduction in the 
number of betting offices. 
THE BETTING SALOONS. 
The report of the Joint Committee on the 
Betting Act of 1926, upon which it is 
understood the amending bill is based, re- 
commends that it should be made a 
unishable offence for a bookmaker to take 
ts from persons under eighteen years of 
age, or to allow persons under sixteen to 
remain on betting premises. 
It recommends the discouragement of 
loitering on betting premises by paying 
Out winnings after racing hours. 
Calling the odds to customers should be 
prohibited, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, as also should the exhibition of 
lists of runners, starting prices and sport- 
ing sheets, which can be seen from the 
street. 


MORE POWER FOR POLICE. 

It is recommended also that the busi- 
ness hours in betting shops should. Le 
c. tailed, and that the Civic Guards 
should have power to prosecute offending 
b--kmakers for irregularities on their 
premises at any time of the year. At 
present the Civic Guards are powerless 
to prosecute or take action under the 
Betting Act until the expiration of the 
year, when the bookmaker applies for a 
renewal of his certificate of personal fit- 
ness or suitability of premises. 

An important provision which will be 
included in the Amending Bill is the re- 
cuction of the number of betting premises, 
which in some areas actually outnumber 
the post offices. The Joint Committee 
recommended that the ratio of one betting 
office to five thousand of the population 
should not be exceeded in Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick and Waterford. For smaller 
urban and rural area: or for suitable 
combinations of these, the ratio should be 
one office to two thousand of the popula- 
tion. 

A further recmmendation is that the 
law regulating the amount of “ Excise 
penalties ” (these range up to £500) 
should be amended so as to give the 
Justice discretion to reduce them to the 
nominal sum of £10. if the circumstances. 
in his opinion, justify that course, and 
that the nresent anomalous position of the 
law as regards committal be remedied. 


‘U.S. SENATE AND THE 
' NAVAL PACT. 
————— 


DEMOCRATIC CHAMPION OF 
THE TREATY. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Treaty at to- 
day’s special session of the Senate, Mr. 
Swanson, Virginia, Democrat, cheered its 
advocates by demanding ratification, say- 
ing that the Pact would give the United 
States a well-balanced Fleet for the first 
time, would establish naval supremacy for 
this country in the Western hemisphere, 
save taxpayers a billion dollars, and would 
be ‘‘ promotive of peace. 

Mr. Swanson’s favourable analysis. of 
the Treaty is noteworthy, because as war- 
time chairman of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee, he. has always been regarded as a 
staunch advocate of preparedness. 

The supporters of the Pact indicate that 
they are willing to rest their case on Mr. 
Swanson’s speech and Mr, Hoover's 
message. | 

While the Virginian was speaking the 
leaders were preparing for the vote on the 
first issue raised by the Pact’s opponents. 
—the demand for documents relating to 
the Conference—which, however, Mr. 
Hoover has already withheld from the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

Divided opinion prevailed, some propos- 
ing to vote the resolution as quickly as 

ssible, believing that it. would make no 

ifference-whether it were adopted or not, 
inasmuch as the President had decided to 
withhold papers: others wishing to 
defeat the resolution and make a fight - 
against, it. 

There is no doubt as so the outcome of 
the.vote. . To-day's opening quorum found - 
fifty Senators there—only one more than 
the forty-nine necessary to carry on.

“MERSEY COLLISION 
JUDGMENT. 


In the Admiralty Court, London, yester- 
day, Messrs. John Milligan and Company, of 
Belfast, were sued by the Mersey. Decks and 
Harbour Board in respect of damage to their 
grab-hopper dredger No. 15, resulting from 
a collision between it and the defendants’ 
stcamship Eveleen, 498 tons, which occurred 
in the Mersey at 4.15 a.m. on February 20 
last. 

According to the plaintiffs the dredger was 
proceeding up-river as the Eveleen was 
coming down. When they were in a | eee 
to pass properly port to port the Eveleen 
altered her course. The dredger in response 
altered her's, but when the ships were in a 
position to pass starboard to starboard the 
Eveleen turned again and struck the dredger 
a heavy blow, doing such damage that she 
had to be beached. 

The defendants blamed the dredger for the 
collision and: counter-claimed for damage to 
the Eveieen. 

Mr. Justice Bateson, giving judgment, said 
he was of opinion that the dredger was alope 
to blame. ‘The real cause of the collision was 
the starboarding of the dredger when the two 
vessels were safely red to red and at close 
quarters. It was her final starboarding which 
brought about the collision.

ALLEGED BREACE.OF DUTY. 


During the hearing of a libel action in the 
King’s Bench Division, London, yesterday, 
Mr. Norman Birkett, R.C., declared that 
the occasion was the first on which he had 
heard ofa claim by a pupil for damages for 
alieged breach of duty ‘on the part of the 
principal of a school. 

Miss Mollie Frances Hunt, aged 19, of 
Guernsey, sued her iate headmistress, Miss 
Kathleen Damon. of Upper Chine, Shanklin, 
Isle of Wight, fcr damages for alleged libel 
and breach of duty. This Miss Damon 


denied. 

Miss Hunt was a pupil in Miss Damon's 

school and was expelled. She complained 
that she was libelled in letters written to her 
mother and aunt by Miss Damon, who stated 
that Miss Hunt had been expelled because 
she had been - persistently didaval and dis- 
obedient. The suggestion was, said Miss 
Hunt, that she was not a fit associate for 
other pupils. 
Mr. Norman Birkett (for the defence) said 
that claims for damages for slander and for 
false imprisonment sct, out in the pleadings 
had been abandoned by Miss Hunt, He 
submitted that the letters were written on a 
privileged occasion. 

Mr. Singleton, K.C. (for Miss Hunt), ad- 
mitted that the occasion on which the letters 
were written was privileged, but not the 
communications themselves. 

Lord Hewart—As I understand it, “the 
allegation hére is that a pupil can have a 
cause of action apart from the rights of the 
parents or guardian. It ig something rather 
novel jn my experience. | 

Mr, Singleton suggested that once a head- 
mistressj received a pupil in her school she 
owed a duty to that pupil; if she unreason- 
ablv expelled the pupil she was liable to be 
Sued for breach of duty, 

Lord ‘Hewart—All I will say at the 
moment is that I do not at present with- 
draw the case from the jury. 

Mr. Birkett declaréd that, far from being 
upset by being expelled from school, Miss 
Hunt apneared to glory in it: She quite 
conSciousiy broke the rules, and within a 
week of the exnulsion she wrote a letter to 
a girl friend .which started with the words: 
“ What.ho! I have heen expelled,” 

The case was adjourned.

A MULLINGAR PROPOSAL. 


At the meeting of Westmeath County 
Board of Health in Mullingar yesterday—Mr. 
M. J. Kennedy, T.D., Chairman, presiding— 
a letter was read from the Secretary of the 
North Tipperary Board of Health statin 
that they had secured a” loan of £18, 
from an insurance company fer a term ef 
60 years at 5 per cent. interest,- the annual 
instalments to be £20).

Mr, P. W. Shaw,..T,D.,- said he did not 
want to introduge peticss but during the 
recent by-olection nite promises were 
made on behalf of Fianna Fail that if they 
got into power they would control the banke 
and the rate of interest charged by the 
banks.. This was a popular cry, and, if it 
were possible, would be generally approved. 
It must be remembered, however, that the 
mepney lent by banks belonged to the de- 
positors, He did not. believe it was possible 
to carry out these promises; but he would 
very strongly advocate the Government ad- 
vancing money through public. bodies for 
long term loans at a rate of interest that 
would allow them te, say, build houses and 
let them at an economic rent. 

Charman—The banks are giving deposi- 
tors lá per cent. They are getting higger 
interest in Engalnd than here. Mr. Shaw 
states we cannot control the banks. Mr 
Bcullin, in Australia, is making a very decant 
attempt at it, Unless the Governments of 
the world stand up and say they are masters, 
and not the banks, civilisation will perish. 
The housing problem cannot be solved so 
long as they have to pay 5 per cent. interest 
on borrowed money. 

Mr. Shaw said he did not stand up to 
defend: the high rates of interest charged 
ny the banks, but did not believe any 

Vernment, at any time, could vontral the 
hanks and farce them to lend money to any- 
one at 2) per cent, 

The Chairman—While every business. in 
the country has gone down, including farm- 
ing, the only institutions which are paying 
& steady 20 per cent. are the banks. The 
reilways and other ¢encerns have gone down, 
but the banks have maintained a ‘steady 
30 per cent. te their shareholders. 

After further discussion, Mr, Shaw -pro- 

sed that the (Government be asked to in. 
roduce legislation to. deal with housing, 
and that Boards of Health be enabled to par- 
ticipate in the Local Leans at a term of 
50 years, and at 3 per cent, . The Chairman 
seconded the resolution. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


THE DEATH PENALTY. 


ARCHBISHOP OF YORK’S

IRISH RAILWAY HALF - YEAR. 

The traflic returns iesued last night com- 
plete the first six months of the railway year 
1930.: It cannot be said that, except in the 
case of the Great Southern, they are satisfac- 
tory. The premier line shows a decrease of 
£47,044, compared with a drop of £65,246 
in ‘the:same period of 1929, and £56,014 in 
1928. In 1927 there was an increase of
